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It was the feeling that Sierra Madre 
would reap the full benefit of any ex¬ 
pense incurred by the bond issue and 
that all possible should be done to 
further the movement. 

The grading and oiling of Baldwin 
avenue from Live Oak to White Oak 
avenue was brought up and a movement 
gotten under way for the accomplish¬ 
ment of this very desirable improve¬ 
ment. This strip of road furnishes the 
connecting link between the improved 
portion of Baldwin avenue within the 
limits of Sierra Madre and the main 
line of the boulevard on White Oak 
avenue. With the improvement of 
Sierra Madre avenue on the west edge 
of town two ways of ingress and egress 
over good roads would be furnished. 

This strip of roadway lies within the 
corporate limits of Arcadia and the 
carrying out of the plan would rest 
chiefly upon the view taken of the mat¬ 
ter by Mr. Baldwin. In the past he has 
agreed to assist in the work in case 
Sierra Madre would meet him halt way. 
Since most of the benefit from the im¬ 
provement would come to Sierra Madre 
and because there seems to be no other 
way to get the work done it was pro¬ 
posed that a fund be raised and a prop¬ 
osition made to Mr. Baldwin for getting 
the work done. Mavor Jones and others 
had figured on the work and it was 
thought that $200, with such assistance 
as Mr. Baldwin could reasonably be ex¬ 
pected to furnish, would do the work. 
With this in view Messrs. Jones, Bridle 
and A. S. Mead were appointed to 
solicit subscriptions to the fund. This 
will be done before any advance is 
made to Mr. Baldwin, so that if he 
agrees to help the work can be gotten 
under way at once. 

The names of Messrs. A. H. Page, 
Cabot A. Yerxa and C. F. Gray were 
submitted and these gentlemen were 
elected to membership. 

George B. Morgridge reported that the 
Los Angeles County Weekly Press 
association had accepted with thanks 
the invitation to hold its summer out¬ 
ing on Mt. Wilson, stopping at Sierra 
Madre on the way to the peak. Man¬ 
ager Ross agreed to give the members 
and members of ttieir families a half 
rate for the week, and also to provide 
animals for the trips up and down the 
trail for those who do not fancy the 
climb.

Arrangements for the Sierra Madre 
picnic at Alamitos Bay, provisions for 
the handling of the Los Angeles County 
Weekly Press association while here on 
its way to its summer outing at Mt.

In point of attendance the meeting 
was slightly behind that of the previous 
month. But interest in the boosting of 
Sierra Madre was in evidence all the 
time and good results are bound to 
follow such meetings as those which 
have been held recently. 

THE BEACH PICNIC 

Perhaps the thing of greatest immedi¬ 
ate importance which was passed upon 
was the Sierra Madre Picnic at Alamitos 
Bay. The suggestion that such an 
outing be held seems to have come first 
from Mr. F. R. Yerxa. Secretary 
Bridle subsequently did some investi¬ 
gating and reported his findings to the 
Board. It was thought that such a 
picnic would serve to advertise the 
town abroad, but chief among the good 
results to be expected was the oppor¬ 
tunity for fellowship and getting 
acquainted for the people of this city. 
And anything which brings our people 
into clocer touch with each other will 
be for the good of the city. 

The community is by nature some¬ 
what scattered and has suffered to some 
extent in the past for lack of common 
ties which would bring the people 
together. The constant change that is 
going on is another obstacle in the 
matter. An outing of this sort will
